At 9:10. the first wall,fell, and then 


the fire spread to the icehouses, five in 
number and 150 by 200 "feet in s'ize.

flames attacked the storage build- 
ng. This is an immense structure 
four stories high .and 250 by -200 
feet. It was packed from top to botr 
torn with pork.

It is one of the oldest and wealthiest 


houses in the country, Kingan & Reid, 
the founders of the house, having been 
well-known packers in Brooklyn as 
early as 1S50, and later doing an earten- 
Eive business in Cincinnati, moving 
from there to Indianapolis, the pres- 
ent home of the parent house. 


The .Reid Bros, succeeded to their 


father's interest, and was raised to the 
business'from their youth up. 


The plant was located on sixteen 


acres of ground just across the bridge in 
Armourdale. The daily capacity of the 
house was 500 cattle, 250 sheep and 3.0f'<0 
hogs. The average number of hands 
has been 1,100. anfl 8350,000 was paid 
out in wages. The Reid Brothers Pack- 
ing Co. has supply depots at all the 
principal cities of the country. 


At 11 o'clock the fire was under con- 


trol and the beef building, the office 
building and the-smokehouse remained 
standing.

and one of the receipts therefor shall 
be by such collectors deposited with 
the trustees, board, or authorized 
agent, and section 2416, says; 


The council of any corporation in 


which water works are situated, or in 
progress 
of constmction shall be 


authorized to appoint a committee for 
the investigation of all books and pa- 
pers, together with all matters pertain- 
ing to the management of the water 
works at least once a year, and of ten er 
if necessary. 


Since officials in Scioto county feel 


that laws are not made for them no 
reports arc ever made, From Lancas- 
ter papers wo see that their board 
composed of two Democrats and one 
Republican, not only makes an annual 
report, but 
monthly reports also, 


which are published. The water works 
there, in a city of 10,000, which covers 
as much territory as Portsmouth, the 
current expenses of the works arc 82015, 
and tho same service there for a seven 
room house is g-j.

Morgan, of Alabama, thinks the pres- 
ent exodus.of Negroes from the south 
to Afric.i will increase rapidly in pro- 
portions and he believes that the time 
will soon come i when the government 
of the United States will take the mat- 
ter up officially and aid in their depor- 
tation.

return to that countrj1. They can not 
well be blnmcd for entertaining that

white man's country for the African 
race. Sufficient time has elapsed since 
tho slaves were emancipated to demon- 
strate tho white man's superiority in 
all walk's of life and my observation 
is that most of the Negroes alreadv 
realizo that if they remain here they 
will always occupy inferior positions 
and continue ns of old to be little more 
than servants," 


PEACE CONFERENCE. 


Leopold II., of'Belgium, -Bismarck and 
Li Hiing Chang.. 


Chang's family was" humble, but lit- 


tle above coolies, and lie in -a little 
over fifty years became the virtual 
ruler of 300,000,000 of people.

For two years he 
remained in virtual retirement, but at 
the end of; that • time he was restored 
to 
the office of grand chancellor" 


that he had held before, and was 
chosen to act independently as>'medi- 
ator in the case of the killing of Mrs. 
Margary. 


After he became viceroy he was the 


actual ruler and chief administrator of 
his country until the misfortunes ol 
last summer induced the young em- 
peror to deprive him of most of his 
treasured decorations, which carried 
with them an -enownous amount of 
power.

Scholarship counts for everything in 


China, and Chung's first rise came from 
his great gifts in that direction. But 
it was not until the Taeping rebellion 
(1S59-04) that he showed the ability 
that in a few years afterward 'was to 
make him virtual master of China. 


At that time he was viceroy of the 


province 
of 
Kwang-Sn, 
in which 


Shanghai is situated, and he organized 
tho ever-victorious army, the rank anc 


ft Chinese, the officers Americans anc 


Europeans, the whole under the com 
mand of "Chinese" CJordon. 


'"After the rebellion Li Hung Chang's 
rise in office and power was most rapid 
until 1870, when, after the Tien-Tsin 
massacre, he was disgraced,' and his 
titles taken away. For two years he 
remained in virtual retirement, but at 
the end of that time he-was restored 
to 
the 
office of grand chancellor 


that he 
had held before, a.nd was 


chosen to act independently as medi- 
ator in the case of the killing of Mrs. 
Margary. 


After he became viceroy he was the 


actual ruler and chief administrator of 
his country until the misfortunes of 
last summer induced the young em- 
peror to deprive him of most of his 
treasured decorations, which carried 
with them an enormous amount of 
power. 


The ex-empress, of China has been 


for 37ears the firm ally and friend of 


e viceroy, and his influence over her 


las always been a matter of wonder, 
for she is a woman of great mental 
force—an empress in every sense of the 
word.

In the beginning Rev. Johnson stated 


that this.series of sermons was to ex- 
plain the position of the church on the 
questions discussed, and that' if any 
one disagreed with views expressed it 
was not with him, for be was simply a 
representative, but their quarrel was 
with the church of Jesus Christ, He 
then read an extract or so from articles 
by leading churchmen to show that, 
they were opposed to the dance, card 
playing, .etc,, on- much, the 
same 


grounds as the ones stated in last Sun- 
day night's sermon. 


The .speaker was opposed to card 


playing1 of all kinds, as it might result 
in much harm. He quoted from a 
recent famous decision of Judge Sibley, 
at Gallipolis, in wTTich he held that any 
game of cards, where a priae or any- 
thing else having a money value was 
contested for, no matter who were the 
participants or what their station in 
life may be, this was gambling and a 
violation of the laws of the state. In 
this connection the speaker gave an 
example'that.came under his notice in 
Columbus a few years ago. A principal 
in-one of the leading schools had gam- 
bled away the money he had drawn as 
pay for himself and other teachers in 
his building, and then in sheer, desper- 
ation had fled to Cleveland, and there 
in-some hotel bad ended his own life. 
He had learned to play cards in some 
fashionable drawing room. 


Briefly Rev, Johnson stated the rea- 


sons why the church was opposed to 
the card table. It was the common 
method 
of 
gambling 
everywhere 


among all 
gamblers. 
Second, the 


associations were usually irreligious 
and often degrading. 
This was not 


always the case, but generally. Third, 
it always discounted the influence of 
^Christians as Christians. 
Fourth, it- 


was dangerous'for other people, if not 
for yourself. .We may go through un- 
scathed but others may not. 
At this 


stage P^ev. .Johnson read a note from a 
Portsmouth man in which he spoke of 
the fascination of the card table, etc. 


Rev. 
Johnson said this note was nob a 


cowardly anonymous, communication 
but was signed. Some people thought 
it best policy to teach their children to 
play at home, yet would they teach 
their sons to lie or steal at home ? It 
was better not to know how. The young 
ladies dominated society to a-large ex- 
tent and determined its functions, and 
he pleaded with them to "discard the'card 
table. 
They were taking an awful 


responsibility if they did not, 
He 


.wanted 'to ask the question—could 
they afford to be the means of ruining 
any young man? .They should re- 
member- that if they-.went unharmed, 
.others might not
